HESE Responsive Readings were prepared by the Hymnal 
Committee of the Reformed Church in the United States, at 
the request of the General Synod of 1911. The Committee 
has endeavored to combine the best of the Psalms with a variety 
of other selections, so grouped under topics as to facilitate their 
use for all occasions for which readings might ordinarily be 
desired. By the method adopted in the use of Old Testament 
selections, it is believed that the rhythm and spirit of Hebrew 
poetry are better preserved than by the reading of verses 
antiphonally. 


By order of the General Synod of 1917, the American Stand- 
ard Revised Version has been used. This is a distinct advantage 
in the large majority of cases. For those who prefer the Author- 
ized Version, the Committee suggests the use of such Readings as 
are published by other Churches; or a possible compromise by the 
substitution of the word ‘‘Lord’’ for ‘‘Jehovah’’ in the reading 
of the Old Testament selections. This will preserve the familiar 
beauty of such passages as Psalm 23 or Psalm 103, and yet gain 
much by the clearer translation of such selections as Isaiah, Chap-' 
ters 11 or 53, or I Corinthians, Chapter 13. 


With these suggestions we earnestly hope that this volume 
will aid and greatly enrich the worship of the sanctuary.
